ANDREW T. POWERS THUS DENOUNCED 
IN THE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 


The Cook: County Member Mercilessly 
Scorched by His Associates for Insinu- 
ating They Were Corrupt—He Finally 
Acknowledges He Was Not in a Condi- 


tion to Be Held Responsible and Crawls. 


in the Dust—Forty-seven Millions to Be 
Added to Cook’s Assessment, 


| Sprinarieitp, III., Sept. 17,—[Special.]— 


Never since the occupancy of the present 
Senate chamber has such a scene been por- 
traded during the deliberations of an official 
body of the State as was enacted this 
morning. 

Monday evening Mr. Powers, member of 
the State Board of Equalization, took occasion 
while at a taxpayers’ meeting to cast a re- 
‘flection of dishonesty and corruption upon the 
board in general and some of the members in 
particular. Hence the trouble. Mr. Powers 
is a Democrat, and many think his tangent 
was the outcome of a desire to furnish his 
adherents with a little buncombe. He has 
been given to making underhanded insinua- 
tions about members in the board meetings 
for some time, but never made any direct 
charges. To him, also, may be attributed in 
a large degree the trouble Cook County is 
experiencing in her equalization of assess- 
ments with the rest of the State. 
been against his own county and for an in- 
crease. He wanted to be a member of certain 
committees, although he himself insinuated 
that railroad and corporation boodle was 
floating about in large quantities, and that the 
railroads and corporations knew the value of 
having friends at court. Mr. Powers made a 
grave mistake, and found it out this morning. 
Never was a man scored and denounced 80 
relentlessly. Politics cut no figure in the 
matter, some of the most violent arraign- 
ments coming from members of his own 
political faith. Mr. Powers as a representa- 
tive of the people is dead, and his funeral 
sermon was of a character few would care to 
anticipate as the close to a public career. 

Groveling in the Dust} 

Learning upon his arrival in the city this 
morning of the tumultuous feeling he had 
created, Mr. Powers arose to a question of 
privilege at the convening of the board and 
said he was sorry fof what he had said, if he 
did say it. He was not sure whether he did or 
not. He had gone to the meeting by chance, 
had met some friends and been out with them, 
and must say he was not responsible for his 
conduct, and that if anything was said re- 
flecting discredit on the board it could not 
have been said in good faith, and he did not 
know why he said it. Therefore he would ask 
the indulgence and forgiveness of the board. 

The utterances of Mr. Powers were read. 
Then things began to assume a ruddy hue. 
Judge Scott (Democrat) of the Thirteenth 
District got the floor. 

“If Mr. Powers,” said Judge Scott, “ will 
make a written statement that what has been 
read is untrue I am willing to drop the mat- 
ter. I have been fourteen years on the board, 

part of the time on the Railroad Committee, 
and I never even had one railroad, either by 
its agents or attorneys, directly or indirectly, 
come to me and offer one cent one way or the 
other. Any member of this board that will 
make such statements as have been read is a 
loafer, a malicious liar, and a maligning 
scoundrel,” . 

Mr. Glenn remarked that Mr. Powers 
pleaded guilty and said he did not know what 
he was talking about. In this Mr. Glenn 
agreed with him. He never thought Powers 
knew what he was talking about and was glad 
he had told the people of the State and his 
district so. 
| Scored by Neff. 

Mr. Neff of Freeport next took a hand. He 
spoke more at length than as to details. His 
arraignment was awful. “Andrew . 


Powers, he said, by his own conduct, lying 
speech, and peculiar methods has incurred the 


suspicion and distrust and to a large degree 
the odium of a large majority of the members 
of this board. Under the cry of ‘stop thief’ 
he seeks to elude the just punishments by 
which his constituents are pursuing him, Ex- 
cept for the fact that he is a member of the 
State Board of Equalization the words he has 
uttered would pass by unheeded as the idle 
wind. With the tongue of a fishwoman and 
the heart of a robber, with the voice of decep- 
tion and the manners and methods of a 
boodler, shunned and despised by the persons 
with whom he is associated, it is little wonder 
he seeks audience in a distant city where 
his qualifications for public piace are little 
known. The language he is reported to have 
used with reference to his associates 
here may be the proper language 
to use in the slums of Chicago. It may an- 
swer his purpose as a briefless shyster in the 
police courts of Chicago, but in a body of dig- 
nified gentlemen who come here in an honest, 
upright, fair-minded spirit to deal with public 
affairs it is indecent and deserves the censure 
of all honest, true- minded men. The idea 
that a ‘bog-trotter’ from the slums of Chi- 
cago should come here and accuse the majority 
of the members of this board of dishonesty is 
an outrage on common decency. Complaint 
has been made here by gentlemen from Cook 
County, strictures have been put upon this 
board by the public press of Cook County, be- 
cause they anticipate a disposition on the part. 
of members of this board to raise the assess- 
ment. Let me tell you, Mr. Chairman; that 
that man Andrew Powers has more to do with 


the responsibility for this feeling among 


members of this board, that Cook County 


| should be raised, than all other agencies com- 


bined. He made statements that he had as. 
sessed property fairly and honestly, but that 
after the manipulations of his chief it had 
been reduced 10 to 15 per cent. Also that he 
was instructed not to assess people who had 
not more than $500 worth of / property. This 
he denied when his chief came before the 
board, being overawed by his presence. Thus 
the man who has seen fit to criticise this board 
places himself before the people of the State 
and of his district and before the members of 
this board as an arrant liar. 1 believe more 
than that. My convictions are that behind all 
his deception, behind all his lying, there is a 
sinister, corrupt, impure, dishonest, and 
wicked motive. I make no hesitancy in say- 


ing it.“ 
Apologies and Tears. 

Mr. Powers jumped to his feet. He had 
borne about all he could. He begged for- 
giveness, but could not account for the out- 
break he had been guilty of. Then he at- 
tempted to answer Mr. Neff’s scathing ar- 
raignment by saying he was of the opinion— 
he would not charge it directly—that certain 
members of the board were in the employ of 
corporations and used their positions to fur- 
ther their interests, and referred to Mr. Neff 
particularly in this connection. Then he gave 
up, sat down in his seat, and cried. 

Mr. Neff in reply said he had been em- 
ployed by corporations as an attorney in 
courts of record at various times. As a mem- 
ber of the board he was not im the employ of 
any corporation, and he challenged Powers to 
substantiate his last statement. Mr. Powers

JUDGE ALTGELD’S LAXITY RECEIVES 
A REBUKE FROM THE BENCH. 


Judge McConnell Flatly Declares That He 
Will Not Follow in the Footsteps of 
His Colleague—Methods of “ Naturaliza- 
tion- Bureau“ O’Brien and His Assist- 
antse—How American Citizens Are Made 
~The Democrats Doing a Wholesale 
Business. 


Fifty new citizens of the United States were 
made in Judge McConnell’s court last 
night, but just before they were taken into 
full 3 court administered a black 
eye to Judge Altgeld, or rather to the position 
taken by the latter in the matter of 
naturalization. The blow at Judge Altgeld’s 
interpretation, of the law was struck gently 
but firmly, and was brought about through 
the efforts of “Nic” Sennott, chief aid to 
Naturalization Bureau O’Brien, to have Judge 
McConnell issue final papers to one Trevenan, 
who had witnesses ready to prove him worthy 
of all the rights of citizenship, and who him- 
self claimed to have taken out his 
first or declaration papers. These papers 
Trevenan, according to Sennott, was positive 
were taken out in this county and State, but 
in what court he could not say. 

It was after 8 o’clock when Judge McCon- 
nell entered the court-room, and he had hardly 
dropped his overcoat before he was corralled 
by Sennott, who endeavored to secure a pri- 
vate interview before the Judge took his seat. 
He explained the position of theman Trevenan, 
for whom O’Brien’s Democratic naturalization 
bureau was trying to secure a franchise. 
Judge McConnell listened with patience for a 
short time and then said sharply: 

The papers cannot be issued through this 
court.“ 

But,“ protested Sennott, only last Mon- 
day night several similar cases were passed 
upon favorably by Judge Altgeid.“ 8 

el do not pretend to say, said Judge M 


Connell, that Judge Altgeld is not right, 


but I will not follow in his footsteps.” 

Sennott tried to argue the matter, but his 
plea availed him nothing. 

If the man had his papers and lost them.“ 
said Judge McConnell, “he has a right to file 
a suit to establish the fact, the same as is done 
in other cases of lost records, and there is no 
other recourse as far as this case is con- 
cerned. 

Sennott left the court-room discouraged, 
and he and O’Brien will probably run their 
aspirants to citizenship before some other 
Judge than McConnell during the remainder 
of the campaign. Monday night Judge Alt- 
geld issued final papers to about sixty-five 
persons, among whom were seven who pro- 
duced no declaration pavers. 

Statutes of the United States. 

The statutes ef the United States provide 
that aliens of such races as are des- 
ignated may become citizens by filing 
a declaration of their intentions not earlier 
than two years after taking up their residence 
in any of the States or Territories. Later, by 
producing the first declaration, final papers of 
full citizenship can be issued after a full resi- 
dence of five years is shown. Minors who 
take up residence in any State or Ter- 
ritory three 
age may secure full papers after an 
uninterrupted residence of five years. In 
the case of adults, however, the law is 
imperative that the-first papers must be pro- 
duced before final ones can be issued, That 
is the position assumed by Judge McConnell 
last night when he refused to entertain the 
application of Nie Senhott’s protégé... But

number; to John Liskowski of No. 142 
Fry street, vouched for by Theodore Lisner of 
the same number; Nels Pedersen of No. 288 
North Morgan street, vouched for by Frank 
Hainsch of the same number; Andrew Pear- 
son of Forty-third and Wood streeta, vouched 
for by Ed Sweeney of Forty-second street and 
Hart avenue, and Owen McCabe of No. 53 
Superior street, and Richard Madden and 
Lawrence Reddington of No. 34 Superior 
street, all three of whom were guaranteed by 
Martin Reddington of No. 40 Chicago avenue. 
All of the seven claimed that their declaration 
papers had been duly taken out, but had 
either been destroyed or lost. Some of them 
were unable to tell in what 
State, Territory, county, or court 
they filed their declarations and received their 
first papers, but evidence was heard, and on 
the margins of the affidavits of application was 
indorsed the approval of the evidence by the 
court, and the papers were issued accord- 


ingly. 
They Had Lost Their Papers. 

Sennott was encouraged and had the halls 
of the County Building filled with men who 
had lost their papers, last night. After the 
rebuff he received he says: 

„Well, we'll run in twenty-six good Swede 
Democrats, just as hard, and as many more 
other good voters of other nationalities.”’ 

‘Who are we?“ Sennott was asked. 

‘‘ Why, the Bureau of Naturalization, with 
headquarters at No. 76 La Salle street. 


The bureau is located in the rooms presided 


over by “Johnny” O’Brien of the Junior 
Tammany. 

True enough, in accordance with Sennott’s 
boast, a drum corps marched into the lower 
corridor of the County Building. Behind 
it marched the Swedish Democratic Club 
of Cook County,” with twenty-six members, 
all pledged to the purposes and dictation of 
Naturalization Bureau O’Brien, They came 
mainly from the Twenty-third Ward and were 
in command of one Nelson. Sennott ushered 


affidavits. Most of en had their first 
papers, and the o came to Americe as 
minors. All were quickly made citizens. 

Then John Blake and John Sullivan took an 
inning. They were the men who secured 
papers for so many applicants from Judge 
Altgeld Monday night. Blake lives at No. 
4334 Goodspeed avenue. He is employed asa 
carpenter by the city, but he is evidently ex- 
ercising more industry in making citizens 
of Democratic tendencies than in any other 
direction. Sullivan isa man of some influ- 
ence down around Grand Crossing and there- 
abouts. 

They did not find it such éasy sailing before 
Judge McConnell as they did before Judge 
Altgeld. The latter merely asked them as to 
each of the aspirants they vouched for. But 
Judge McConnell wanted to know if they had 
known them tor five years, whether they had 
known them as minors, and such other ques- 
tions as seemed to come within the province 
of a legitimate examination. Through the 
efforts of Blake and Sullivan the following 
were made citizens:

Spiedel says he is 
in the. *‘ sewer business.“ He is in the employ 
of the city and is one of the most active adju- 
tants of Sennott and Naturalization Bureau 
O’Brien. Sennott is in the employ of the 
West Sides Yerkes system and puts in his 
time securing frontage for new lines and ex- 
tensions when not rounding up “new” citi- 
zens. He was disappointed over the result of 
last night’s work, as he had many aspirants 
whom he did not care to present, after his 
first consultation with Judge McConnell. 

“But the bureau will keep on finding the

An old employé about the courts said: 

I've seen lots of naturalization business 
during campaign times in my ca- 
reer, but I never saw men _ rushed 
through as lively as they have been 
by the Junior Tammany Naturalization Bu- 
reau during the first few weeks. And such a 
thing as seven men in one night securing final 
papers without producing original papers is 
something of which I.never even heard.” 


NEW YORK CENTRAL STRIKE IS OFF. 


District Assembly No. 246 Finally Gives | 
Up the Hard-Fought Battle. 

Arsany, N. I., Sept. 17.—[Special.]—The 
Executive Committee of District Assembly 
No. 246, which ordered the strike on the New 
York Central railroad because of the constant 
unportuning of the strikers, today ordered the 
strike off, and the fact was announced in 
each local assembly from New York to Buffa- 
lo during the day. But few places on the 
road are accessible to the strikers.

Buett said: What is the matter with send- 
ing a passenger-train in the ditch?’ 

„That would not do,’ said Cordial. ‘I 
don’t. want to become a murderer,’ 

From that things went on until we de- 
termined to do the job. We went on the 
horse cars to Greenbush, and from a point 
about a mile below there struck the road. 
We walked along in the bushes behind the 
fences, and suddenly I came upon a lot 
of railroad iron near a 
From there we got the material. Then we 
started in and built the barricade, und I think 
we were at it about twenty minutes. When 
we got it fixed we all started off. We had 
hardly got over the hill when we heard the 
train, and we all knew by the speed that it 
was a passenger. 

Cordial said: My God, we've done it’; 
and then came the crash. We were excited 
after that, but I remember stopping for a 
glass of water at a farm house. I don’t think 
Cordial or Kiernan were with us then. They 
went up the road on a run. They all went 
back to Greenbush but me. I went down to 
Hudson to see friends.”’ 

The confession was read to Cain and Buett 
at Albany, and they agreed to sign it. Buett, 
however, also wished it understood that the 
Knights of Labor as an organization did not 
know of the job and it was not done with its 
consent. Cain, in an additional statement, 
says that he was grossly intoxicated at the 
time. 

CHARGED WITH KILLING HIS WIFE, 


M. J. Persons of Memphis in Jail for a 
Brutal Crime. 

Tenn., Sept. 17.—[Special. ]}—The 
death of Mrs. M. J. Persons, which was sup- 
posed yesterday to be suicide, today appears 
to have been a most-brutal murder. Yester- 
day morning the stiffened corpse of the 
woman was found in therear yard of their home 
by one of her children. The household was 
aroused and the children were wild with grief, 
while the busband fainted. The coroner’s 
jury rendered a verdict of suicide, but the 
testimony of the 16-year-old child caused sus-

many. M. J. Persons is a retired 
farmer, and to all appearances Mrs. Persons 
was happy, the mother of five children, three 
sons and two daughters. She was nearly 50 
years old, and not always in good health and 
subject to fits of despondency. Before the 
Coroner’s jury the son Solon testified that 
some weeks ago his mother had discovered his 
father in possession of a number of letters 
from another woman and that after that there

NEW YORK’S DEATH RATE. 


The Decided Increase Alarms the Health 
Department, 

New York, Sept. 17.—Mayor Grant today 
ceived a communication from President Wilson of 
the Board of Health in reference to the death 
rate of the city as well as to the recent census. 
The report sets forth that between the months of 
March and ber, 1888, the Health Depart- 
ment took a census of the population of this city 
living in tenement houses occupied by three or 
more families with the following result: 2,390 
tenement houses contained 237,972 families; pop- 
ulation, 1,093,701, or an average of 33.76 to 
each house. Between January and July of 
this year a careful inspection of the. tenement 
houses was made. According to the estimate of 
1888 there should have been July 1, 1890, in tene- 
ment houses 1,259.788 people. Theestimate of the 
lodging-house population is 12,000, and this with 
the number of people under the control of the Com- 
missioners of Charities and Correction—23,556— 
would make a total of 1,295,344, leaving only 218,- 
157 persons living in hotels, dwellings, and first- 
class apartments. The Bureau of Vital Statistics 
estimated the population of the city July 1 to be 
1,622,018, or 108,514 more than the census enumera- 
tors did. If the census figures are correct the 
death rate of the city for 1889 has been increased 
from 25.19 to 26.76. and this, of course, would make 
it necessary for the department to readjust the 
death rate of each year since 1550, 

Sept. 15 and 16 President Wilson and the sani- 
tary policemen of the Second Ward made a care- 
ful enumeration of the streets, numbers of houses 
and names of persons therein, and found a total 
census of 1,196 persons, or 274 more than the 
United States census enumerators found. This is 
an increase of 29.71 per cent. In view of these 
facts and of the compiled figures submitted by 
the Board of Health, President Wilson asks the 
Mayor to call for a recount as asked for by the 
board at its meeting of yesterday.

ME. BLAINE’S LAST APPEAL FOR HONEST 
RECIPROCITY ; 

Mr. Blaine’s | response to the invitation to 
attend the yearly banquet of the Eastern Shoe 
and Leather Club, printed yesterday, is not so 
much addressed to that organization as it is to 
the New England manufacturers and the House 
and Senate conference commuttees on the 
Tariff bill. | 

He tells the Shoe and Leather Club that the 
new tariff, while giving the amplest protection 
to all New England industries, does little or 
nothing for the Great West, and he asks them 
if their interests are so independent of and 
distinct from those of the farmers of that vast 
section that they can afford to let such an in- 
justice be committed. 

He tells the conference committees which 
have before them the mutilated Aldrich reci- 
procity amendment that if they admit sugar 
free, without conditions, they abandon their 
present vantage ground, throw away the ad- 
vantage for a trade they still have, and put the 
Nation in the attitude of a beggar ora bully 
instead of a great Power treating with others 
on equal terms—offering to make valuable 
concessions if equal ones are made in return. 

It has been the good fortune of the mill 
bosses, not merely of New England but of 
New Jersey, Philadelphia, and Pittsburg, to 
be represented ably and zealously in Con- 
gress. Rhode Island has enjoyed the services 
of the shrewd and persistent Aldrich. Know- 
ing what his mill bosses wanted he has la- 
bored incessantly to get it for them, and has 
succeeded, Beside men like him the Western 
representatives appear like a lot of chumps, 
not knowing what their constituents wanted 
and needed, or, if they did, ignorant of the 
way to go to work to get it for them. Such 
men are always overreached by the mill-boss 
members in tariff battles, just as they would 
be beaten by them in any business where in- 
telligence and self-interest are pitted against 
ignorance and indifference. 

While the Western members have been

not so greedy. They know that the West is 
their best market and that they cannot always 
afford to deal by it as Spain does by Cuba and 
Porto Rico. They ought to see that whatever 
benefits the agricultural West enriches them ; 
that whatever opens new markets to the great 
products of that section will improve the value 
of allits crops; put money in its purse, and 
make it better able to pay the higher prices 
which the manufacturers will ask for their 
goods when the new, higher tariff bill is in 
force. If the Eastern mill bosses were broad- 
gauge men they would be the first to move in 
Congress to procure new markets for Western 
surpluses, even if theirown goods never en- 
tered those markets.

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‘CITY BUILDING FOR 1889. 

The New York Sun prints a comparative 
statement of building activity last year in sev- 
eral cities of the United States. It accords 
the first place to New York, the second to 
Philadelphia, and the third to Chicago—the 
latter being credited with the erection of only 
4,931 “houses” at a total cost of $25,065,500, 
whereas she built 7,500 at a cost exceeding 
$35,000,000. This includes the annexed wards. 
Brookiyn comes fourth, and then follows Bos- 
ton with only 4,431 houses, but at a cost of 
$32,400,000. Philadelphia leads Chicago in the 
number of houses and New York more than 
twice as much in cost, the city on Manhattan 
Island being credited with a building account 
of $75,912,816. Minneapolis foots up 38, 787, 
281 and St. Paul $7,939,498, with no hint that 
the figures are padded, as were the census re- 
turns. 

Chicago has no wish to find fault with the 
conipliment of being neck and neck for 
second place. But justice demands the state- 
ment that the statistics in her case appear to 
be only for building within the old city limite. 
An allowance of another 2,500 buildings, or 
nearly 50 per cent in number, would not be 
too much for the area within the municipal 
boundaries since June, 1889. There were, 
therefore, about 7,500 houses erected in Chica- 
go last year. There was last year an unusual 
rush to build homes in the annexed district, 
and the operation was favored by a partial 
lull in the erection of the big buiidings for 
which our city is already noted and are going 
up numerously now that Chicago is settled on 
as the site for the World's Columbian Exhibi- 
tion. The statistics of the first six months of 
the present year, covering the whole area, in- 
clude 5,839 permits, with a total frontage of 
over twenty-five miles and a registered cost 
of $21,445,250, the same being a larger number 
and only a sixth less in value than the stated 
total for the whole of 1889, while the. cost it- 
self might be claimed to be entitled to an in- 
crease of 25 per cent, that being the 
average excess of actual cost of construction 
over the estimates made beforehand. 

This is an extract from the article in ques- 
tion: 


The figures from the records of the depart- 
ments of building in twenty-seven of the chief 
cities of the United States for the year 1889 have 
been compiled in a table which presents some 
surprising contrasts. 

Philadelphia, for instance, built more new 
houses last year than any other American city. 
The number is 11,965, against 6.722 in New York; 
but while the cost of Philadelphia's 11,965 houses 
is $26,000,000, the investment iu New York’s 6,722 
new buildings is $75,912,816, or nearly three times 
as much. In other words, while the new struct- 
ures in New York cost on an average $11,293 each, 
those in Philadelphia cost only $2,172. 

After New York and Philadelphia comes a 
group of six cities which each erected in 1889 be- 
tween 4,000 and 5,000 new buildings. These are 
Chicago [which really built 7,500 houses], Brook- 
lyn, Boston, Minneapolis, Washington, and Cleve- 
land; and the subjoined table shows just how 
they respectively build: 


Brooklyn spent more money on fewer houses 
than Chicago. [Chicago really spent over 3 
millions, including the annexed wards.] Boston 
built only about 150 more houses than Minneap- 
olis, but she expended $32,400,000 to Minneapolis’ 
$8,737,281. A mushroom growth in Cleveland is 
indicated by the amazing disproportion between 
the number of structures and the total cost. 


Following the comparison a little further, we 


find likewise six citics where the year’s total of 
new houses ranges from two to four thousand: 


Among the towns where less than 2,000 new 
houses were built are three that come within or 
almost within the metropolitan circle; and they 
show a remarkable closeness in their averages: 


MUNICIPAL GAS-WORKS. 

The proposition that the City of Chicago 
shall furnish gas for both public and private 
consumption within the corporate limits is an 
attractive one. The surface possibilities of 


| saving by the new arrangement are large, but 


it may be of interest to ask if it is probable 
they would be realized, to say nothing of cer- 
tainty. There is no question that the Gas Trust 


has realized immense profits out of the people 


and would do so even on the reduced basis of 
a dollar per 1,000 feet which two or three years 
ago was talked of by the owners of gas stock 
as a minimum near the limits of bankruptcy. 
Processes have been cheapened so greatly 
within the last decade that the material for 
gas-making now costs little; but the expenses 
of distribution and management still remain 
and would offer a rich plum to the bummer 
politicians if placed in the public crib. 
Glasgow in Scotland has been lighted with 
municipally made gas for about twenty-one 
years, and things are managed there carefully 
and honestly. It is now supplied to consum- 
ers at 66 cents per 1,000 feet. The higher 
wages paid here for labor and clerking service 
and the greater cost of gas pipes might fur- 
nish an easy excuse for running the cost up to 
$1 in this city if the business were honestly 
conducted. Unfortunately the experience of 
municipal governments in this and other cities 
of the United States is against all ideas of econ- 
omy. Now and then an honest administration 
will get into power, like that of Mayor Roche, 
but the chances are against its con- 
tinuance in office. The gamblers and other 
pot-house politicians are not favored by it, 
for which reason they move Heaven and earth 
in the effort to secure a change, and the 
apathy or folly of the decent classes per- 
mits them to triumph. Then the wire-pullers 
and their friends have to be paid, and some 
of the modes of doing it are to be found in 
the history of the construction of our new lake 
tunnel and the more than a quarter of a cent- 
ury of Tammany misrule in New York. The 
conspirators. are recompensed by copious 
levies on the pockets of the taxpayers. The 
electric lighting of our streets, so far as it has 
been carried out, seems to be a success in 
point of economy as Well as efficiency, but 
the public has no guarantee against that de- 
partment being turned over to a Tammany 
ring at almost any moment, and no security 
against a public gas service being manipulated 
entirely in the interest of the professional 
tax-eating toughs, 2 
It is a grave question if it be desirable for 
the city to undertake the manufacture of gas 
unless under arrangements which would take 
the business out of the hands of the toughs 
and keep it out, permitting it to be run on the 
same economical and prudent principles as 
govern the conduct of a factory or a store by 
private capital.

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PASSAGE OF THE ANTI-LOTTERY BILL. 

It is a matter for public congratulation that 
the Senate has made good its promise to pass 
the Anti-Lottery bill, and that it went through 
that body under the able management of Sen- 
ator Sawyer of Wisconsin without opposition, 
as it did through the House. Its passage is a 
signal illustration of the force of public senti- 
ment. It was asked for by respectable people 
in every State and Territory and by the bulk of 
the press of the country, and though the lottery 
gamblers of Louisiana were represented by a 
powerful and unscrupulous lobby in Washing- 
ton, prepared with barrels of money extorted 
from the poor and working classes of the 
country, to delay if it could not defeat the 
bill, no voice was raised against it in Con- 
gress, nor was there any disposition to ques- 
tion the passage of a bill which was demand- 
ed by the immense majority of the people. 

The text of the bill shows it to be a practical 
and well considered measure. If it is enforced 
with the promptness and thoroughness the 
Postmaster-General and Solicitor of that de- 
partment have promised it will shut out the 
lottery gamblers from the mail and, if it does 
not suppress the institution, will at least im- 
pose such obstacles in the way of the Louisi- 
ana gamblers that it wil make 
their nefarious business difficult to 
transact and so far reduce their 
illicit profits that it will be a serious question 
whether they can afford to take the new risks 
they must encounter. If the bill is rein- 
forced, as it should be, by prohibitive legis- 
lation on the part of the various States and 
Territories and by the stringent enforcement 
of existing statutes, the Louisiana lottery 
system will soon have reached the beginning 
oftheend. The bill forbids the carriage in 
the mails of lottery matter of any description— 
letters, postal cards, circulars, lists of prizes, 
tickets, checks, drafts, money orders, or news- 
papers containing lottery notices or adver- 
tisements. It authorizes the Postmaster- 
General to instruct Postmasters to stamp all 
registered letters addressed to the lottery con- 
cern as fraudulent and return them to the 
senders, and makes it prima-facie evidence 
of the existence of a lottery agency whenever 
is made by the parent 
concern that remittances may be sent to any 
other person, bank, or corporation. It forbids 
the payment of postal money orders by any 
Postmaster drawn to the order of a lottery 
company or its agents, provides heavy pen- 
alties for the violation of any of these pro- 
visions, and authorizes prosecution either in 
the district where the mail matter is sent or 
received. 

It will be seen from this general sketch of 
its provisions that the bill is a comprehensive 
one and there can be no doubt that the Post- 
master-General, having both the disposition 
and the machinery at his command, will en- 
force it to the very letter. It will rejoice the 
hearts of the members of the Anti-Lottery 
League and the Farmers’ Alliance in Louisiana 
and of the good citizens of North Dakota, 


where the gamblers have been looking for a 


chance to reinstate themselves in case of de- 
feat at home. It will delight business-men 
and law-abiding people. It should delight the 
poor and the working classes, as it rescues 
them from the colossal swindles practiced 
upon them by the lottery sharks. It has re- 
trieved the good name of the National Gov- 
ernment, for it can no longer be charged with 
the accusation of being a silent partner in this 
nefarious business. Last, but not least, it re- 
joices Tun Cuicaco Trisunz, which has 
fought thie monstrous evil from the very 
beginning and exposed its swindling transac- 
tions to public scrutiny. It is a grand triumph 
for the right and for the Republican party. 


THE EXODUS OF CLEVELAND. 

Thé Democrats of New York, and more par 
ticularly the mugwumps, are exercised over 
the report that Grover Cleveland has decided to 
evacuate that city and set up his Lares and 
Penates among his admirers in Massachusetts. 
The Stuffed Prophet, as the Democratic Sun 
irreverently styles him, has been in the habit 
of spending his summers in the vicinity of 
Buzzard’s Bay, and his particular friends give 
t out that it is the charm of Massachusetts 
scenery and the delectability of the Massa- 
chusetts climate that have inducedhim to make 
his residence permanent and seek to become a 
favorite son of the Old Bay State. Pat Col 
lins is very hopeful he will come, the Boston 
Globe declares that practically he is already a 
citizen of Massachusetts, and that as such he 
will have its delegation solid in 1892, and the 
Democratic party of the State is prepamng to 
welcome him with distinguished honors. 

There is another side to this removal, how- 
ever. Itis given out that vowing he would 
ne’er consent at last he has consented and 
that for the third time he will be a candidate 
for the Presidency before the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention. But no man, not even a 
great moral reformer like Grover Cleveland, 
can afford to go before a National convention 
without a solid delegation from his 
own State behind him. Hence it 
would be the height of folly to 
put in an appearance from New York and 
confront a solid New York delegation sound- 
ing its trumpets and flying its banners for the 
whisky Governor, Hill. Even a moral re- 
former must have a machine and represent a 
sovereign State. As Hill has captured the 
New York machine and represents that State 
by virtue of the sovereignty of whisky and 
Tammany, Cleveland’s friends now claim he 
must go to Massachusetts, acclimate himself 
on east wind, codfish, and baked beans, and 
there secure his solid delegation, leaving the 
mugwumps on the other shore to lament like 
Lord Ullin. 

So far as securing a solid delegation is con- 
cerned this is sage advice, and it would be a 
unique spectacie that of Grover Cleveland 
entering the convention, followed by Pat Col- 
lins and his crowd of the ruling race, and 
President Eliot and the mugwumps of Har- 
vard.

Tus —— of hbrarians, which has 
just closed its annual session at the Fabyan 
House in the White Mountains, was one of 
more than ordinary importance in its bear- 
ings upon what Prof. Harris, the National 
Commissioner of Education, so aptly calls 
“the college of the people.
